sachusetts in twenty-two years; in 
1S05 the session ended May 2S, hut in 
no other year has it ended prior to 
June 4. 
Notwithstanding its - brevity, how- 


ever, the session has been productive 
of more legislation than 
last 
year, 


and in the opinion of legislative 
ex- 


perls, the product has been of a high- 
er grade. 
This year's record 
stands 
at 308 


general acts, 371 special acts, and 161 
resolves: last year 
there were 304 


general acts, 361 special acts, and H7 
resolves. 
Seven general acts and 
nine spe- 


cial acts were vetoed by the govern- 
or, and one of the latter, a 
1)111 
to 


divide tlic town of Wackfitono and to 
establish u new town called Siillvllle, 
was passed over the veto. In no other 
Instance was a majority vote thrown 
against the governor. 
At its final session the 
house re- 


ceived from the 
chief executive 


veto of the bill to prohibit the use of 
trading stamps, and although" it had 
originally passed the bill by a vote ol 
151 to .67. yesterday's roll-call showec 
nnly 57 favoring it, white H3 opposed

trallty punishable under federal laws. 
At present many such acts do not 
violate federal criminal law. 


Almost every phase of activity in the

charge of conspiracy would be made 
specifically criminal by the proposed 


egislation. 
In addition, the powers 


r>f the president would be broadened 
vlth respect to withholding clearance

able messages to belligerent countries;

Outlines Plan for Courses in 
This City 


Und*r the auspices of the 
Lowell tratton fee and the cost of books and 


Teachers' organization Mr. Robert H. incidentals. In no course Is the charge 
Spahr of the University Extension de- 
partment of the state board ot edu- 
cation cams to Lowell yesterday af- 
ternoon and spoke on the new state 
educational movement before an in- 
terested 
audience, 
Mr. Spahr Is In 


charge of the work of class organiza- 
tion and, being familiar with the de- 
tailed working 
of the system gave a 


clear account of the great work and 
outlined its possibilities so that all 
present were most enthusiastic at the 
close.' 


Sunt. Hugh J. Molloy presided and 


made a brlof address of welcome dur- 
ing which ho asked that the local 
teachers 
• serve . as 
missionaries to 


spread the news of university exten- 
sion among the public. 


Mr. Spahr caid in opening that the 


term "university extension," is rather 
vague as it embraces a number of 
subjects which are not university sub- 
jects. At present the state board has 
listed 70 subjects which may be. taken 
by correspondence, though all cannot 
he taken by classes. The work of or- 
ganization began In January and the 
correspondence courses were the first 
to he attended to. Already the move- 
ment has had far greater success than 
was anticipated. After presenting sta- 
tistics of growth, etc., the committee 
•nas 'granted 
the 
full appropriation 


asked ior by the legislature, though 
no other committee has had similar 
success at this session. 
University ex- 


•tension under state auspices has re- 
cently been referred to in the legls- 
'lature as a "lusty infant." 
Already 


jthere arc 121)0 enrollments in the cor- 
respondence course which is patterned 
Jafter the system of the University of 
'Chicago. 
After the 
correspondence courses, 


'said Mr. Spahr, the next work attend- 
ed to ,was the "class division." Organ- 
ized for 10 -weeks or so, it already 
has 300 students. There are five class- 
es now running and some have closed 
the half season. Classes are at Glou- 
cester, Leominster, Rockland, Holyoke, 
Springfield and 
Boston. 
The board 


will be ready to start out on a much 
larger field early in the fall, and there 
are so many" applications for classes 
that he urged Lowell to organize earlj 
if It wants classes.

English composition A, and English 
omposition B, which Is a course in 
hort story writing; economics; sociol- 
ogy; United States history and com- 
mercial Spanish, etc. 


To have a class, at least 20 persons 


must enroll for a certain subject. The 
class will meet just as often as it 
wants to, but the speaker thought 
hat once a -week would'prove suf- 
ficient. 
In Holyoke they were given 


so much work that they decided to 
lave a class once in two weeks. 


Another 'method is the "group" sys- 


tem which is half way between the 
correspondence courses and the class 
nstructlon. 
If at least 10 who en- 


roll In a subject by correspondence 
jet together as a class, they may meet 
once a week and work up their les- 
sons. 
A secretary or chairman sends 


these lessons to the state house and 
an instructor will be sent to every 
fourth meeting. 
This gives the per- 


sonal touch that is lost In correspon- 
dence courses. 
Any subject may bo 


taken by the study group. 


"If you start classes," 
said 
Kr. 


Spahr. "we will do our best for you. 
We employ the best teachers from 
the colleges and universities of
